Detectives Needed. 

It was impossible to get convictions 
without the use of plainclothes men,

taining the evidence necessary to 
convict in court. There were nol a 
great number of municipal police in 
the province, but the A. P. P. had 
been successful in apprehending a 
large number of people in spite of ub- 
‘stacles, In Gaskatchewan the pro- 
vincial police left the Hquor enforce- 
ment jargely in the hands of local 
police. 

In this respect in Afberta Mr. Boyle 
said he regretted that the provincial 
police did not get the co-operation 
that was desiradie from all the muni- 
cipal police. In many cases the mu- 
nicipal police aided the liquor act of- 
fenders and sometimes tipped off the 
bootleggers as to intended raids. The 
convictions obtained by the A. P. P.

(Boyle pointed out that this 
source of liquor supply had been the 
cause of much correspondence with 
the Dominion authorities, inasmuch 
as the province had uo jurisdiction 
over the illicit stills Somewhat to 
the surprise of the house, the at- 
torney general stated that it was no 
crime to distill liquor, excepting that 
it was an offense to do so without | 
vbtaining a license. Many persons 
‘would gladly pay the permit fees, but 
such licenses were’ not granted by 
the government for obvious reasons. 
But no person, excepting an Inland 
Revenue officer of the Dominion had 
authority to seize a still, the Domin- 
ion thus=far refusing to permit the 
provincial police or any provincial of- 
ficer having anything to do with the 
enforcement of the inland revenue 
act. However, the prov'neial police 
had taken chances wit) the seizure of 
stills because of the iimited number 
of inland revenue officers available.

Mrs, L. C. McKinney. 

Mrs. L. C., McKinney, while com- 
mending the statenfent of Premier 
Stewart respecting the government 
policy on the liquor question, regret- 
ted that the liquor act amendmen:s 
were delayed until so late in the ses- 
sion. She deplored what she termed 
a tendency to attach improper mo- 
tives to criticism of enforcement of 
the prohibition lawe. 

Mrs, McKinney admitted that the 
drink trafic could not be abolished 
at one stroke. In a review of the 
prohibition campaign in Alberta, she 
sai dthe first steps were taken to wipe 
out the evil. 

The drM®k trafMflc was entrenched 
in the very Life of the nation, and Al- 
berta was one of the first provinces to 
break its hold. Added to the many 
obstacies which had to be overcome 
in proper enforcement of the law 
Was the one of “organized forces de- 
signed to discredit the law and to 
make moaey out of the liquor trafMfc.” 

The eale of liquor for medicinal 
uses had contributed largely to 
bringing the whole law into 
pute. In the October plebiscite the 
people were forced to take the dras- 
Uo step of declaring that no liquor 
should be imported into the province, 
owing to the menace of the ware- 
houses, 

She trusted that the law amend- 
ments brought down were directed to 
the curtailment of Nquor as @ bev 
erage through “medicinal’’ channels. 
This was the one thing demanded by 
the people of the province. Mra. Mo- 
Kinney said she had not the faith in 
some of the remedies proposed as had 


gome of the speakers, She had hoped; 


for more rigid restrictions on drug 
stores and a contraction of the chan- 
nel allowing medicinal liquor to be 
used for beverage 

The government in {ta own defense 
ought to put a stop to the drug store 
situation, because people demanded 
it, and it was impossible to check up 
bootlegging while these avenues were 
open, 

Mrs. McKinney said ehe would not 
unculy blame the police force, neither 
was she prepared to apply &@ coat of 
whitewash, It was the duty of the 
government to gee that the mandate 
of the majority of the people was 
carried out. 

The people wanted to know that 
the liquor law was to be enforced to 
the limit and not have the club of 
another referendum held over their 
heads. She hoped the government 
would carry out to the utmost the 
promise of the premier last session. 


H, B. Atkins, 
H. B, Atkins, Didsbury, sald in ris 
ing as a temperance advocate, he 


stood behind the attorney general in 
the policy of enforcing the prohibi- 
tion law. While one year ago he had 
been in favor of government control, 
he had now changed his mind. Nor 
in favor of having a plebis- 
cliw until the new amendments had 
been tried out. Government control 
he feared would be worse than the 
open bar, for it would encourage 
more drinking. He said he was pre- 
pared to,follow his “prohibition 
premier” to the last ditch, 
A. Gilmour. 

A. Gilmour, Lacombe, claimed the 
attorney general was apparently not 
convinced of the power of the amend- 
ments proposed and he conceded that 
it would probably be impossible to 
wholly control the liquor traffic. H+ 
advocated doing away with the sys- 
tem of drug store dispensing, and 
make yendore’ stores the whole me- 
dium. It was clearly impossible to 
enforce the law under existing gon- 
ditions. 

Attorney General Replies. 

In closing the debate Hon. Mr. 
Boyle said he was grateful to Mr, 
Gilmour for his “sympathy” and his 
commiseration to the attorney gen- 
eral for the difficulty in enforcergent 
of the law. It was indeed interesting 
to learn that the government should 


go into the drug store business. As 
things stood at present the drug étores 
were being made the “goat,” since 


when any person bought liquor illicit- 
ly they always “got it from the drug- 
gist." Because the drug stores we-e 
the ones constantly led about he 
could appreciate why the member for 
Lacombe wanted the government ‘to 
go into the drug business and make 
themselyes 60 “popular,” that win- 
ning the next election in Lacombe 
would be thereby made an_ easier 
matter for the present member. 

As for the remarks of Mr. Pearson 
respecting the cases where the prov- 
ince had beon unable to get convic- 
tions {n court, the attorney general 
said when the member carried his 
law studies further he would perhaps 
find that when e witness sweare that 
a former confession was @ Me and 
that he wae at present telling truth, 
the courts could do nothing but take 
swern evidence, for decisiong had to 
be based on evidence, not {magina- 
tion. As for the remarks of Mr. Gil- 
mour that druggists were able to pur- 
chase one bottle of liquor and make 
two, Mr. Boyle said that they had to 
necount for all purchased and there- 
after distributed on prescriptions, On 
the whole the attorney general said 
he could not complain over the crit- 
iclsm offered. In the case cited by 
Mra, MoKinney respecting a bootleg- 
rer who was fined #wix times in one 
year, without drawing a jail sentence, 
the number of convictions showed 
that at any rate the provipcial force 
was busy and on the job. 

Mrs, McKinney protested that she 
had not blamed the force, but the 
magistrate, who was appointed by the 
attorney general. 

Mr. Boyle said that magistrates 
were not to be dictated to by the at- 
torney general, for they must give 
judgments on the evidence the same 
as judges. In the case mentioned the 
magistrate on one occasion had een- 
tenced the bootlegger to jail, but a 
district court judge quashed the de- 
cision. Moreover, an offender could 
not be sent fo jail for every violation 
of the act. He pointed out that the! 
bootlegger in question had been 
caught six times within the year at 
various places, such as Nanton, Leth-! 
bridge and Coleman, and at two dif- 
ferent magistrates had tried the case, 
the record of a former’ conviction 
not being available on the one in- 
stance when a jail term might have 
been imposed, Mrs. McKinney gaia 
where there was a euch a “perfect, 
eretem of espionage” there should be 
some better eystem in magistrates re-| 
cords, Mr, Boyle said the systeyn 
was being Improved, but it was not!
